CASE FOR QUICK RETRIBUTION. 


The Facts are Monatrous and the 
Responsibility Should Be Fixed 
and the Guilty Person Punished. 
Impeachment Suggested. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
WASHINGTN, Aug. 26.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Maybe Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt did make a mistake when he wrote 


that letter to Secretary Alger from San- 


tiago “cracking up’’ the Rough Rid- 
ers. Maybe Secretary Alger did just 
right when he gave that letter out for 
publication, But he has eaten his plate 
of crow on account of it, and Roosevelt 
is victorious. No matter why the let- 
ter was written, and it was a fool thing 
at best, there was only one motive in 
publishing it, and that motive was con- 
ceived. by Tom Platt of New York and 
Gen. Alger. The letter was made public 
for the express purpose of hurting 
Roosevelt in his campaign for the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor of 
New York. 

Something happened in this matter 
in Washnigton today. Something has 
been happening in New York for sev- 
eral days back. When Alger left Wash- 
ington suddenly for New York, he 
went there to see Tom Platt. He saw 
he had made a mistake that would 
hurt him politically, and he wanted to 
straighten it out. He had a conference 
at New York wkh Platt, and as a re- 
sult of that conference there came to 
Washington today Lemuel Ely Quigg, 
Platt’s personal political representa- 
tive. Quigg is a Congressman, too. He 
called at the White House this morning 
and saw President McKinley. What 
happened at the conference nobody 
knows, but it should be borne in mind 
that President McKinley thinks pretty 
well of Roosevelt. 

When Quigg came out he looked sad, 
and he told the newspaper correspon- 
dents that ‘““‘Without doubt, Col. Roose- 
velt would be nominated by the New 
York Republicans for Governor.”’ That 
means that Platt has withdrawn his 
Opposition to Roosevent. It means Al- 
ger begged him to do so. It was Al- 
ger’s plate of crow. 

Other unpleasant things have been 
happening to Alger today. This morn- 
ing there appeared in a local newspa- 
per an interview in which the vener- 
able John Sherman was made to say 
that a man responsible for the suffering 
of brave soldiers ought not to remain 
in the Cabmet. Mr. Sherman was also 
made to suggest impeachment for the 
Secretary of War. This afternoon the 
Times correspondent met Mr. Sher. 
man on the street and asked him if he 
had been correctly quoted. 

“Absolutely,” said Mr. Sherman. 
Then he added these words to his first 
interview: 

“I don't see how there can be any 
mistake or misrepresentation as to the 
condition of affairs among the soldiers 
at Santiago or in the camps. Officia) 
reports, statements of responsible offi- 
cers and of the men who suffered in 
the campaign are all to the same effect, 
that there was horrible suffering and 
great loss of life resulting from inade- 
quate provision for the sick and 
wounded, and that suitable food was 
not provided for those whose condition 
would not admit of their eating army 
rations. We have a fully-authentica‘ed 
and undisputed account of wounded 
men lying in wet grass and awaiting 
their turn while a single surgeon en. 
deavored as best he could to attend to 
the wounds of several hundred men. 
The less severely wounded declined 
treatment that those in a more serious 
condition might be more quickly cared 
for. 

“The whole story is too horrible to 
talk about, and there can be no pos- 
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sible excuse offered. I cannot under- 
take to say what individual authority 
is responsible, but the facts themselves 
are monstrous, and whether the fault 
lies with the officers in the field, those 
in the department or the Secretary of 
War himself, the responsibility should 
be fixed, and the person responsible 
should be severely punished.” 
Mr. Sherman declared that Congress 
ought to impeach the responsible man. 


AFFAIRS AT MANILA. 


ONLY SBVENTEEN AMERICANS 
HAVE DIED FROM ILLNESS. 


Insurgent Movements Intimidating 
the Spaniards—Merchants in 
Favor of Uncle Sam Retaining 
the Archipelago. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

LONDON, Aug. 27.—[(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The correspondent of the Times 
at Manila, telegraphing Friday, says: 

“The military division is working ef- 
ficiently in ail departments. Local 
business is being actively resumed. 
Stringent measures have been taken 
to insure the sanitation of the citadel, 
which is crowded with prisoners. The 
abominably filthy condition of the 
Spanish barracks is a menace to the 
general health, which, at present, how- 
ever, is excellent. 

“Among the American troops there 
have been only seventeen deaths from 
illness since landing. Twenty-three 
thousand stand of arms, 10,000,000 cart- 
ridges and an immense quantity of 
large ammunition have been surren- 
dered, with nearly fifteen thousand 
prisoners. The insurgents recently dis- 
patched an armed steamer with 500 
soldiers on board for an unknown des- 
tination. Consequently coastwise 
steamers manned by Spanish sailors 
were afraid to venture out until as- 
sured of the protection of the Ameri- 
can fleet. It is impossible to obtain 
information from the interior, except 
along the railways, where everything 
is quiet. The rumors concerning in- 
surgent activity in the southern part 
of the island are credited here. Six 
hundred priests, including 110 prison- 
ers, among the insurgents, will depart 
for Hongkong in charge of the Belgian 
Consul, as soon as -the transport can 
be procured. 

“There is undoubtedly practical 
unanimity among merchants, irrespec- 
tive of nationalitr, in *avor of the 
permanent occupation of the archi- 
pelago by the Americans. Nobody con- 
ceives the establishment of Spanish 
Sovereignty as possible.”’ 

AUGUSTI MYSTERY UNSOLVED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

LONBON, Aug. 27.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Times telegraphs: 

“The papers here pubiish the offi- 
cial text of the terms of capitulation 
of Manila. It merely confirms the 
American reports and does not refe) 
to Gov.-Gen.- Augusti's sudden depart- 
ure, Which is still a mystery. 

“An official telegram from Gen. 
Blanco states that. several famished 
Americans who had been maltreated by 
the insurgents under cen. Maximo 
Gomez, have arrived at Havana and 
presented themselves to the Spanish 
authorities. 

“According to the latest calculations 
the total cost of the war is 3,000,000,000 
pesetas. The delight which the press 
exhibited over the convocation of the 
Cortes has been somewhat dampened 
by the rumor that the government 
would introduce at the first sitting a 
bill to continue the suspension of the 
constitutional guarantees and the press 
censorship. There is reason to believe, 
however, that the question has not 
been decided.”

TINNED SARDINES,

The Common Privates Got No Faod 
at All—Many of Those Who Re- 
turned to Madrid Dying Because 
of Hunger—Cock-and-buall Story 
Concocted Against Americans, 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Aug. 26.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie} The Madrid correspondent of 
the Daily Mail says: 

“The officers and soldiers who have 
returned from Santiago de Cuba bit- 
terly accuse the Americans of unfilled 
promises made at the time of the cap- 
itulation of Santiago. The Americans, 
they say, forced the Spanish troops to 
encamp on a spot where hundreds of 
corpses of the Spanish defenders of 
El Caney were buried. The rains al- 
most unearthed the bodies, the stench 
from which produced an epidemic. The 
Americans, the Spaniards assert, kept 
the latter without food, and the offi- 
eers received only tinned sardines. 
Most of them who returned are ge- 
riously ill from the results of prolonged 
hunger. Several die daily. 

“The government has resolved,’’ the 
correspondent says, “to appoint the 
ex-Spanish Consul at Key West as 
diplomatic agent at Washington until 
peace shall have been signed.” 


CERVERA’S MISTAKE. 


Capt. Clark Points Out Where 
the Admiral Failed. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—‘‘Admiral 
Cervere should have stayed in Santiago 
Hiurbor forever, rather than come out 
the way he did,” was the solemn re- 
mark of Capt. Charles H. Clark, 
lately of the battleship Oregon. “The 
fleet was a fortress. With his guns he 
could have driven the United States 
army away from shore, until such time 
as it could mount 10-inch guns to sink 
his ships. He was master of the sit- 
uation, and should have hung on until 
every last member of his ships’ crews 
died of absolute starvation, Then would 
he have been a real hero, an eternal 
figure in history. 

“Think of the chances in his favor. 
Yellow fever might have come and 
decimated the American ranks. A gale 
might have broken loose on the Car- 
ribean Sea that would have scattered 
our ships to the four winds of heaven, 
after which Cervera could have sailed 
away without opposition, and returned 
to his native land undefeated.” 

Capt. Clark is at the Marine Hospi- 
ta., where he praposes to rest for a 
few days, until his family shall have 
arrived from Michigan. He is merely 
suffering from a temporary ailment, 
brought on by the low fever and long- 
continued sea diet. 

‘What are the lessons of the Santiago 
feht?” he was asked. 


“First, smokeless powder: second, 
ro wood work on warships. The Span- 
iards were burned up.” 

“What is your opinion about the 
scuttling of the Spanish ships after 


their surrender?” 
“It was wrong and in violation of

ought to have been shot then and there. 
Scuttling a ship after surrender is 
treachery. I do not believe that Ad- 
niral Cervera gave orders for anything

Yesterday the free 
kitchens in Havana distributed over 
36,000 rations. Last night a bazaar was 
inaugurated, having for its object the 
raising funds for the relief of the 
poor. 

The civil governor was one of the 
patrons of the bazaar. The building in 
which the affair was held was filled 
to its utmost capacity, and a large 
crowd had assembled outside. An 
American merchant has given twenty- 
five barrels of potatoes, and Miss Clara 
Barton has offered fifty barrels for use 
in the free kitchen. Miss Barton, ac- 
companied by a number of her party, 
went this morning to Matanzas. The 
remainder of the Red Cross delegation 
remained on board the Clinton at Ha- 
Vana.

BLANCO’S ADVICE. 


Would Have the Spaniards in 
_ Cuba Keep Quiet. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—A special to 
the Press from Washington says that 
a translation of Gen. Blanco’s latest 
proclamation to the people of Havana 
has reached Washington. It says: 
‘We have been vanquished and with- 
out consideration of our birthplace 
will be tomorrow as strangers in this 
country, and emigrants to this portion 
of the worid, which, today are perhaps 
a few weeks more a part of our Span- 
ish ‘fatherland. As strangers and as 
the vanquished. I counsel. you, the 
people of Cuba ,who deeply feel the 
disgrace of their country, not to dis- 
pute any of the benefits which’ the 
triumph gives to the victors. It is our 
obligation now to be quiet, not to take 
any part in the different manifesta- 
tions of a local political nature, and 
even to decline participation in such 
affairs, even if the right of franchise 
be offered us. 
“But we have one duty which should 
be a duty of love; that is, to undertake 
the task of reconstruction of all your 
interests, and it is your duty, also, to 
ask for, even appeal, if it become nec- 
essary, from your position as the 
vanquished to the victorious for a 
guarantee of your personal safety and 
the protection of your proper interests. 
“If you do so as I counsel you, the 
United States’ will take care of your 
lives and your interests. My mission 
here soon will be finished, as will be 
the soverignty of Spain, and any one 
who feels that with honor to himself 
he may continue to call himself a 
Spaniard. will have to matM@rulate his 
name at the Spanish Consulate, which 
will be established in this city. 
“T believe that I have done all that 
I could have done for Her Majesty’s 
loyal subjects. It was duty to make 
war against the insurgents, who never 
have been grateful to Spain for. her 
efforts in their behalf. I am convinced 
that there will be no further disputes 
between the Cubans and the Spaniards 
in the island, for it is my belief that 
as soon as the Cubans begin to goy- 
ern here they will find out how use- 
ful are the Spaniards to them, and 
finally will concede to them the place 
they deserve in the government of the 
island.

RESULTS AND LESSONS OF THE 
CAMPAIGN REVIEWED. 


The General Talks of the Army’s 


Work Before Leaving San- 
tiago for Home. 


TROOPS HIGHLY COMMENDED. 


ACTIONS OF REGULARS AND VOLUN- 
TEERS COMPARED. 


An Artillery Deserter Arrested—Sev- 
eral Hundred Men Arrive at Mon- 
tauk from Santiago—Trans- 
port Prairie Aground, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—A Herald 
special from Santiago says: 

“Prior to embarking~on the steamer 
Mexico, Maj.-Gen. Shafter consented 
to be interviewed. He said: 

“I look upon the campaign just 
closed as a successful one in the high- 
est degree, not only in regard to the 
military operations, but more especially 
in regard to the great results achieved. 
From a military point of view, I per- 
haps tock steps which might not be 
deemed justifiable under the circum- 
stances, but I knew the temper and 
the capabilities of my soldiers, and the 
moral effect of our gradually cooping 
up the enemy within his own lines. 

‘My engineers were very apprehen- 
sive that the Spaniards might break 
through on, my left and cut off Siboney. 
This from purely a military standpoint 
might have been truthfully correct, 
but personally I had not for a moment 
any fear on that score. The result, 
as I think, proved the correctness of 
my conclusions. Our primary object 
was to drive Cervera out, and next to 
take the town. We had_~ gradually 
driven the Spaniards back on his lines, 
circling the city, and slow:y advancing 
day by day. The enemy began losing 
spirit as soon as our guns had been 
placed in a position to cover the town. 

“When Cervera left the situation 
was changed. The town was at my 
mercy, and had I given the order for 
a direct assault, it would have been 
taken within four hours. I believe 
that with the forces then at my com- 
mand reinforced as they had been, I 
was in a position to take the city by 
force. But if I had taken a step of 
such a character, what would have 
been the result? I estimate that our 
casualties would have been 3000, and 
the action I took has had more bril- 
liant results without the heavy losses 
of lives. 

‘From the moment Gen. Toral made 
a proposition for a conference, I knew 
he was determined to give up, and 
I acted accordingly. 

‘Personal reflections have been cast 
upon me because I was not on the 
fighting line. That was not the place 
for a general in command of an army. 
It must be remembered that I was 
connected by telephone with the offi- 
cers at the front, and was better able 
to direct operations from the position 
I had taken. Save for two days when 
ill. I was in direct command of this 
campaign, which I consider unique in 
American history; for it was really 
the first time the United States had 
fought with its regular army. The 
civil war was a war of volunteers, 
but this campaign was fought by our 
regular troops. I did not notice the 
fact at first, but there were only three 
volunteer regiments engaged against 
the Spaniards. While the highest 
credit is to be given, and they fought 
bravely and well, there was the moral 
support of the regulars back of it all. 

“*Our volunteers lacked that unity, 
cohesion and individual support notice- 
able in our trained troops, but at the 
Same time no disparagement could be 
made of the volunteers in the cam- 
paign. What they lacked otherwise, 
they made up in_ enthusiasm and 
patriotic spirit, and I desire to com- 
mand no better army than the one 
composed of the class of volunteers un- 
der me in the Santiago campaign. The 
operations of the regulars in the cam- 
paign have proved conclusively their 
superiority over some organizations of 
State militia in which the men are par-

LONDON, Aug. 26.—With reference

THE SAMOAN TROUBLE. 


President McKinley Will Insist on 
This Government’s Rights. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

“Trouble is brewing over the Samoan 
Islanés, which, under the treaty of 
1890, are governed under a joint pro- 
tectorate by the United States, Ger- 
many and Great Britain. Germany had 
marked the islands for her own before 
the treaty iwas negotiated, but her 
scheme for absorbing them was blocked 
chiefly by the United States, who, by 
the treaty of 1878, had acquired the 
right to establish @ naval station at 
Pago Pago Harbor and had virtually 
established a new protectorate over the 
islands. 

“Under the tripartite - arrangement 
Germany had been a disturbing factor 
and has endeavored to procure ad- 
vantages superior to those of the 
United States and Great Britain. Mr. 
Cleveland favored withdrawing from 
the joint protectorate, but President 
McKinley is determined to retain aa 
rights in Samoa guaranteed to this 
country by the treaty. He is now tak- 
ing steps to improve and fortify Pago 
Pago Harbor, and dispatches frem 
Europe show that Germany does not 
like this action. The recent proposition 
advanced by the Marine Polische Corre- 
spondenz that the islands should be di- 
vided, England taking Savaii, Germany 
Upolu and America Tutuila,it is believed 
here, was inspired by the German gov- 
ernment as a feeler for the purpose of 
finding out how the United States and 
Great Britain would receive the propo- 
sition. The division proposed would 
give Germany the best of the islands 
and Great Britain the worst. 

“So ter as the United States is con- 
cerned the proposition to partition the 
group will not be considered for an in- 
stant. On the other hand it is the con- 
viction that Germany had some scheme 
om foot that led the administration to 
take steps for the smmediate occupation 
of Pago Pago Harbor under the rights 
conferred by the treaty of 1878. 

“Correspondence is now in progress 
by the United States and Germany that 
may lead to serious friction. Recently 
the municipal counci of the district of 
Apia became involved in a dispute over 
a proposition to extend municipal boun- 
daries of the district which were laid 
down in the treaty of 1890. ‘The chief 
justice, a man recommended by the 
United Stetes, decided in favor of ex- 
tending the boundaries. The result was 
to include the property of certain Ger- 
mans and to subject them to higher 
taxation. The German government pro- 
tested, on the ground that the chief 
justice had exceeded his powers. 

“The reply of the United States was 
thai, though the action of the chief jus- 
tice might not have been strictly in ac- 
cordance with the treaty, it was similar 
to ection taken by a former chief jus- 
tice who was nominated by Germany, 
and that in view of the precedent it 
ought to stand, or the treaty ought to 
be modified so as to provide for such 
contingencies. It was strongly in- 
sisted that the United States was en- 
titled to equal rights with Germany. 

“Germany, in reply, admitted that if 
the precedent was right the present 
action of the chief justice ought to 
stand, but she has not decided to comn- 
sent to a modification of the treaty by 
an exchange of notes. It is thought 
probable that there will have to be 
eveniually a new commission to frame 
a new. treaty, and if so, it is not im- 
probable that Germany will then pro- 
pose the partition of the islamds. This 
the United States will not consent to. 
Great Britain has always taken a 
rether passive interest in Samoan af- 
fairs, but there is now doubt that the in- 
fluence will ,in the future, as in the 


past, be thrown cm the side of the

CAN NOT BE HELPED. 


UNFORTUNATE MISTAKE IN PLANS 
OF THE DOUGLAS BLOCK, 


Building Superintendent 
Failed to Approve the Plans Un- 
til Tao Late—County Collection 
of City Taxes. 


For more than an hour yesterday 
morning the Board of Public Works 
had under consideration the matter of 
the appeal of the executors of the 
Stimson estate for permission to con- 
tinue the construction of the new Stim- 
son building at Third and Spring 
streets without changing the plans so 
as to prevent the pilasters of the build- 
ing from extending a short distance 
over the sidewalk. The petition was 
presented at the last meeting of the 
City Council, and it was then learned 
that Building Superintendent Stratton 
had stopped the work on a portion of 
the building because the pilasters were 
to extend out on the stdewalk. This 
he had declared was contrary to law, 
and he is said to have threatened 
to proceed against the workmen in the 
criminal courts if the work was not 
stopped. The owners of the building 


then appealed to the City Council for

the Board of Public Works he intimated 
that he had been the victim of unfair 
dealing by the superintendent. In re- 


sponse to questions put to him by’ 


members of the board, Stratton ad- 
mitted that he had never finally ap- 
proved the plans for the building, and 
in spite of failure on his part to approve 
the plans he had allowed the con- 
struction of a half-million dollar build- 
ing to proceed until such a time as 
would cause a great expense to make 
any change in the plans. 

Judge Pope appeared for the execu- 
tors of the Stimson estate and pointed 
out to the board the seeming injustice 
of the enforcement of the law in this 
case. He presented a list of some of 
the most important buildings in the 
city, portions of which, he said, ex- 
tended upon the sidewalks and stated 
that in the preparations of the plans 
for the new Stimson building the archi- 
tects had observed this and had made 
plans which would give the new build- 
ing an architectural beauty without 
interfering with trade on the streets. 
The list which he filed of buildings 
which are said to be standing violations 
of the law included the following: Bul- 
lard Block, Bryson Block, Byrne build- 
ing, City Hall, Bank of California 
Potomac 
building, Laughlin building, Bradbury 
building, Burdick Block, Westminster 
Hotel, Van Nuys Hotel], Wells-Fargo 
building, Lankershim building and the 
Stimson Block. The extent to which 


these bufidings or portions of them are 


said to extend out into the sidewalk 
ranges from six inches in the Lanker- 
shim building to four feet six inches 
in the Byrne Block, the latter be- 
ing in the basement stairs which take 
up nearly half the width of a nine- 
foot sidewalk. Judge Pope also as- 
serted that the plans for a new build- 
ing had been submitted to the Build- 
ing Superintendent and that the of- 
fending portions of the buildings were 
included in, and plainly shown on the 
plans yet no objection had been made 
to that part of the plans and as a result 
the work was commenced. 

Judge Pope asked the board to rec- 
ommend that the Council grant them 
the privilege of maintaining the pilas- 
ters as they are and to allow the work 
to proceed. There was no disposition 
on part of the members of the board 
to cause any unnecessary inconven- 
ience to the owners of the building, 
but the point was raised that the 
Council had ‘no authority to allow the 
pilasters to remain as they were pro- 
vided in the plans, and that no person 
or body could grant that right. Owing 
to the fact that there is a legal ques- 
tion involved, the board took the mat- 
ter under advisement, and will consult 
the City Attorney before reporting to 
the Council. 

“There is not the slightest question 
about the matter,” said Assistant City 
Attorney Thomas, when asked about 
it. “The Council cannot grant them 
the right asked for, nor can any other 
body. The only way in which the 
pilasters can be allawed to remain 
there legally, if they occupy a portion 
of the sidewalk, is to abandon the por- 
tion of the street so occupied and 
that can only be done in the regular 
manner provided by law. It is unfor- 
tunate, but there is no other relief in 
this instance.”’ 

The list of building submitted by 
Judge Pope was shown Mr. Thomas, 
and he at once showed that many of 
them, even though they now encroach 
upon the sidewalk, do not violate the 
law. He said that all of the build- 
ings on Broadway had, by mutual con- 
sent of property-owners, been set back 
five feet from what was the property 
line, and therefore any projections 
within that limit could not be pre- 
vented. “There are a number of 
other buildings which do extend over 
the sidewalks contrary to law,’ said 
he, “and the owners of them could be 
compelled at any time to remove the 
portions of them that thus occupy 
portions of the street. The Bullard 
Block is not one of these, for there was 
a vacation of the street for that 
building. The Bryson block stair- 
way on Third street could be closed 
and the holes in the sidewalk filled up 
if any citizen choose to compel such 
action. It makes no difference how 
long the buildings have been there, if 
the law is violated by the owners in 
this manner any person could cause 
such changes ‘to be made as would 


bring the buildings within the prop- 


erty line. The basement stairs in the 
Byrne building could be closed at any 
time if any citizen cared to enforce 
the law. I only cite these as examples 
of what could be done.”’ 

Assistant City Attorney Crutcher 
took the same view of the matter. He 
referred to the recent case of the city 
against Hellman et al, in which the 
courts decided that the building ar 
Fourth and Spring streets was in the 
street, and would have to be moved. 
This building has been where it is for 
many years, but that made no differ- 
ence in the case, “There is abso- 
lutely no defense in such a case,” said 
he. “Fifty years from now anny citi- 
zen who is so disposed could compel

gang to make such excavations as 
would make her property accessible and 
safe. The matter was referred to the 
City Attorney. The protest of W.. H. 
Warren against certain work on Mag- 
dalena avenue was ordered filed. It 
was presented too late, the time for 
protesting against this work having ex- 
pired August 

The board recommended that the pe- 
tition for the construction of a. cement 
sidewalk on Fourteenth street 
tween Hill street and Grand avenue be 
granted, and that the City Ereineer be 
directed to present the necessary ordi- 
nance of intention. Petitions for the 
establishment of the grades of portions 
of Coronado street and Marmion way 
were also granted. 

The Oil Inspector was Ordered to in- 
vestigate a petition for permission to 
lay a steam pipe under the center of 
Court street between Edgeware road 
and Ohio street. 


WOULD CHANGE THE LAW. 


Plan to Dispense With Two City Of- 
fices Again Presented. 

Some time ago, in a communication 
to the City Council, Abbot Kinney sug- 
gested to that body the advisability of 
having the city assessments of prop- 
erty and the city collection of taxes 
made by the county officers, the pur- 
pose of this proposed change being to 
save the city the heavy cost incident to 
the collection of taxes. The board of 
directors of the Board of Trade in- 
dorsed the suggestion, and so informed 
the City Council in an official letter. 
The question was then raised that the 
change could not be legally made, and 
in answer to this question Mr. Kinney 
yesterday filed the following communi- 
cation in the office of the City Clerk, 
addressed to the City Council: 

“The proposal that the city of Los 
Angeles shall avail itself of the law 
permitting it to use the county assess- 
ment for its tax basis, and the County 
Tax Collector to collect its taxes, has 
been questioned as to legality. This 
cannot be deemed a serious objection, 
for the reason that a number of cities 
in the State have been, and are now, 
operating under the law and saving the 
cost, confusion and trouble of the pres- 
ent unnecessary and wasteful system 
in Los Angeles. 

“The real objection to the use of the 
county officers for the city assessment 
and tax collection is the limitation of 
the tax levy in cities. To obtain the 
amount the political officers of the city 
consider necessary for its government 
has invited an assessment of city prop- 
erty at higher rates than the county 
assessment of the same property. 

“The object of this over-valuation is 
clearly to evade the law. Its result is 
to collect more taxes from city property 
than an equitable assessment would 
provide under the tax levy limitation. 
It is, in fact, a deliberate evasion of the 
law limiting taxation for city purposes 
by the city officers sworn to carry out 
the law.” 

“Such practices are highly impolitic. 
Legal officers should never nullify, 
evade or violate the law. The cure for 
an inadequate taxation to support city 
government under the tax levy limita- 
tion is to change the law and pérmit a 
higher tax limitation. 

“Sworn officers cannot nullify law 
without setting a vicious precedent. If 
our sworn officers deliberately and per- 
sistently evade the law, every citizen is 
invited to similar evasions in all cases, 
The standard of the community is no 
lorger that of a law-abiding people. We 
should not conduct our public business 
on unsound and immoral lines. 

“In the city of Los Angeles, the city 
assessment exceeds the county assess- 
ment about $6,000,000. This means an 
additional sum in taxes paid to the city 
of $60,000. When we consider that it 
costs the city $25,000 to collect this $60,- 
000, we can see that the net returns of 
$35,000 are obtained at an excessive 
price. 

“The confusion and trouble to the cit- 
izen of the double system in this city 
cannot be compensated by the net re- 
turns...A more careful and business- 
like system of conducting the city’s af- 
fairs would save far more than the net 
sum of $35,000. 

“In any event, the system of double 
city assessment can never be defended 
on patriotic cr on moral grounds while 
it is used to force from the taxpayers 
contribution in excess of what an hon- 
est observance of the law would per- 
mit. 

‘“T again call your attention to 
matter, because it is now the easiest 
time to correct this abuse. The reform 
can be made operative at the expira-

tion of the terms of the present As- 
sessor and Tax Collector. You will 
avoid a contest with men who have 


worked and spent money to obtain the 
offices in question, and the resistance 
to the change by those in active per- 
sonal interest will be at a minimum.”

The friendly feeling that 
thus sprung up was unfortunate for 
the wife, or the husband, or both, ac- 
cording to the standpoint from whence 
it is viewed. Anyway, a few months 
after the reconciliation between this 
grass widow and widower, she threat- 
ened him with a suit for seduction, and 
in order to straighten the matter out 
a marriage license was obtained on 
July 30, 1890, and John Lawrence 
Glinn, aged 30, was once again united 
in the bonds of matrimony to Lizzie 
A. Glinn (née Hill.) aged 19. That sec- 
ond marriage might certainly have been 
expected to settle the matrimonial 
question for the couple during their 
natural lives but it didn't. The couple 
had another honeymoon, and then on 
August 23, 1892, the husband took the 
initiative and filed a suit for divorce. 
The. progress of this suit through the 
court was somewhat odd. It was set 
for trial on October 19, 1892, but was 
passed when the day arrived; again it 
was set and again it was passed. The 
motion on behalf of the wife for ali- 
mony was denied, and the case Was 
again set for February 1, 1895. It came 
to trial, and after some continuances 
was submitted on February 21. There 
the court record ends, for the decree, 
either granting or refusing the decree, 
was never entered. 


Whether the husband was of the 
opinion that a decree of divorce had 
be granted him or not cannot be 


known absolutely, but certain it is that 
on January 9 of the present year he 
appeared once more before Cupid 
Kutz, and John L. Glinn, aged 34 years, 
and at his time a resident of ona, 
Riverside county, was licensed to wed 
Eulalia Buetna, aged 23, and a resident 
of Santa Barbara. So far Glinn might 
be happy and satisfied, but Mrs. Glinn, 
Nos. one and two, continued in the one 
person, could not and cannot even now 
see just where she stands in this mat- 
rimonial mix-up. 

The various departments of the court 
are in vacation, and the attorneys 
who took part in the last divorce suit 
are out of the city, and so the tangle 
will not be straightened out just yet. 
It is said, however, that the decree di- 
vorcing Glinn from his wife was 
granted by Judge McKinley, at that 
time sitting in Department Six, but 
that pending the payment of the court 
reporter's fee, it was not signed, en- 
tered un and made of record, and con- 
sequently no decree was granted. It is 
possible that Glinn may have thought 
chat the oral announcement settled 
the matter, and never bothered hss 
head further, or it may have been that 
being satisfied with the oral announce- 
ment, he just gave the reporter the 
deliberate go-by, feeling assured that 
he had gotten all he wanted. Some time 
ago, however, when the Young case 
came to trial before Judge Van Dyke, 
and the plaintiff husband died after the 


decree had been awarded to him 
orally but before findings had heen 
signed, it was held that no decree of 


divorce had been granted.

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PECULIAR PEOPLE. ' 

The Democratic party, just now, is 
really a subject for pity. It presents 
the lamentable spectacle of a party 
without a platform. 

The people of ihe United States have, 
just now, nothing to complain of, and: 
when there are no complaints among 
the people, neither the Democrats nor 
the Populists are able to explain their 
reason for existence. The war has 
come to a brilliant close. The finan- 
cial and commercial interests of the 
country were never in a more satis- 
factory condition. Business is brisk, 
and money is plentiful. Consequently 
the Democrats. in their attempts at 
platforms, are forced to fall back on 
glittering generalities and absurdities. 

A brilliant example of the last-named 
style of plank was inserted in the 
platform of the recent Democratic 
State convention in Sacramento. After 
approving of the war—which they 
could not well avoid doing—these Dem- 
ocratic statesmen proceeded to de- 
nounce the war tax, which was levied 
to pay the expenses of the war. 

Perhaps these brilliant representa- 
tives of a decadent polftical party will 


inform an anxious public as to how a 
war can be carried on without ex- 
pense. Also, as to how the cost of 
the wer could have been raised in a 
manner less onerous to the people 
than that which was adopted by C6n- 
gress, in spreading the cost over a 
large number of small items, which 
are not felt heavily by anybody. 

The Democratic idea, as enunciated 
in the Sacramento platform, appears 
to partake of the doctrine of repudia- 
tion. It is not surprising to find indi- 
vidual Democrats who aim to avoid 
paying their bills, but it is certainly 
somewhat remarkable to see a State 
convention of Democrats make such a 
bad break. Ii looks as if the Demo- 
crats were in throes of political dis- 
solution, with the Populists waiting to 
administer the estate. 


A VALUABLE INVENTION. 

An iron ship going along all right 
bt a speed varying from twenty to 
twenty-two knots per hour, is < very 
nice thing; but an iron ship with a 
hole in her side and the water rush- 
ing in at the rate of 200 gal- 
lons per minute, is not one of the 
things that sailors most desire. ‘fo 
prevent this, two stoppers have been 
invented, and both 


inventors are 
Frenchmen. The one preferred by 
naval men was invented by Capt. 


Colomes, and the reason it is pre- 
ferred to its rival is on account of its 
simplicity, for any sailor can fit it 
and it does not require the presence of 
a skilled mechanic to adjust it in its 
place. 

The battleship Iowa, during the en- 
gagement at Santiago, was struck by 
a Spanish shell on her starboard bow, 
which went through her coffer dani 
and burst, starting a fire that was 
soon put out. This shell struck about 
a foot above the water line, so that 
the ship took in water each time that 
she settled in the hollow of the sea. 
The aperture was nineteen inches 
long and fourteen inches wide 
at the widest point. but was 
closed in just three minutes, 
and the decks were then cleared of 
water. An officer on the Iowa says: 
“It was an ugly hole, and flooded the 
deck for a while, but a patent stopper 
Was put on at once and the fight went 
on as before.” 

Cellulose is the material used in 
both these useful appliances. In the 
Colomes stopper it is made of corn- 
stalks, and in that designed by Admiral 
de la Barriere, it is made from the 
husks of the cocoanut. A comparative 
test was given to the two inventions 


at the French navy yard at Toulon, | 


and the Colcomes stopper plugzed 
up a jagged hole seventeen inches 
long, which lay four feet below 
the water iine. It took three 
stoppers to cover it, but the 
inflow of water was checked 


120 seconds; and the entire operation 
of plugging the aperture was com- 
pleted in 212 seconds. So much for 
men who “don't get rattled.” 

When the big and beautiful Oregon, 
the greatest of all our fighting ma- 
chines, sailed from San Francisco won 
her long and memorable voyage around 
the entire continent, twelve cases were 


| 


brought on board and the big ship 
weighed anchor at once. These 
twelve boxes were what the ship was 
waiting for, and they contained Co- 
lomes shot stoppers, which were at 
once distributed into different  por- 
tions of the ship, but the results of 
the battle at Santiago de Cuba were 
such that none of them were needed. 

It is a great invention that enables 
such results to be accomplished with- 
out the aid of skilled mechanics; and 
Capt. Colomes deserves the thanks of 
every civilized nation for it. The Co- 
lomes stopper naturally goes as a com- 
panion piece to the rapid-fire gun and 
the range-finder of this era of great 
naval progress. 


Capt. Clark of the Oregon, expresses 
the opinion that it would have been 
the wisest course for Cervera to have 
remained inside the harbor at San- 
tiago, instead of making his brilliant 
though disastrous dash for the open 
sea. It is quite true that if Cervera 
had remained in the harbor, and had 
fought us to the last extremity, he 
might have inilicted much heavier 
losses upon the Americans than they 
suffered. But the Americans would 
certainly have captured or sunk his 
fleet in the end, and would have taken 
the city of Santiago. We sent our 
land and naval forces to Santiago for 
that purpose. Cervera, however, had 
no choice of action. He was ordered 
to make an effort to escape, and he 
obeyed orders like a soldier, though 
he knew that he went to almost certain 
death. 


Aguinaldo declares that he is anxious 
to “support the authorities of the 
United States in the Philippine Isl- 
ands. The prospect of a return of at 
least a part of the Philippine terri- 
tory to Spain has evidently had a 
tendency to cool the warlike ardor of 
this fresh young man, and to curb his 
insatiable ambition for gold breast- 
plates, gold-headed canes, gold tassels 
and other barbaric insignia of power. 
If Aguinaldo has been sufficiently 
sobered to realize his own weakness 
and insignificance, it will be a good 
thing for him and for the future of 
the Philippines. 


John C. Whistler, a stationary en- 
gineer af Chicago, has begun suit in 
the United States Court to test the 
constitutionality of a Chicago ordi- 
nance requiring that all work done 
by and for the city shall be performed 
by union labor. There is little doubt 
that the ordinance is uncontitutional.

PRESIDENT AND CZAR. 


France and Russin Exchange Notes 
of Admiration, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT ] 
PARIS, Aug. 26.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) President Faure and Emperor 
Nicholas exchanged telegrams today in 
honor of the first anniversary of M. 
Faure’s visit to Russia. The Presi- 
dent’s telegram to the Czar was, in 

part, as follows: 

“The declarations which were ex- 
changed beneath the shadows of our 
flags in the roadstead of Cronstadt are 
memories so dear to us, that I cannot 
let this anniversary pass without as- 
suring Your Majesty. again of my very 
keen gratitude for the reception Your 
Majesty gave the President of the re- 
public. Our sentiments have under- 
gone no change. I am today, as I was 
then, a faithful interpreter of the 
French vneople in renewing to Your 
Majesty an expression of the ardent 
wish we entertain for your happiness, 


for that of the imperial family, and 
for the grandeus of Russia.”’ 
Emperor Nicholas replied: “The 


Empress and myself are deeply touched 
by the sentiments you have been so 
go00d as to express on the occasion of 
the anniversary of our visit on board 
the Potuau. We like to revert in our 
thoughts to those historic moments, 
the remembrance of which will never 
fade. It gives me peculiar pleasure to 
be able to renew at this time an ex- 
pression of the unchanging and unceas- 
ing good wishes we entertain for you, 
Monsieur le President, and for France, 
our friend.”

Whistler is a member of the National 
Association of Stationary Engineers, a 
body not affiliated with the Federation 
of Labor, and, according to the lat- 
ter. is a non-union man. In the city’s 
contract with the construction com- 
pany is the regular clause providing 
that only union labor shall be em- 
ployed, and declaring the contract lia- 
ble - forfeiture if non-union labor is 
used, 

According to Whistler's complaint, he 
has been notified by his employers 
that unless he joined the union he 
must leave their employ. The suit ask- 
ing that the city authorities be en- 
joined from demanding his discharge 
resulted. His demand is based on the 
plea that the ordinance is unconstitu- 
tional, and if enforced would deprive 
thousands of men of work :

HOME FROM THE WAR} 


PRIVATE JESSE FRANKS RE- 
TURNS FROM SANTIAGO. 


Sick Furlough Granted Him Be- 
cause of Wounds from Burst- 
ing Shells. 


BATTLEFIELDS. 


STORIES OF 


HEROISM AND SUFFERINGS OF THE 
AMERICAN TROOPS. 


Saw Hamilton Fish as He Lay Dying. 
Guarding Spanish Prisoners 
Who Expected to Be 
Massacred,. 


Jesse W. Franks of Co. G, Twelfth 
United States Infantry, one of the. 
first regiments to set foot on Cuban 
soil, arrived in Los Angeles yesterday 
morning on sick furlough to visit his 
sister and his foster mother, Mrs. A. D. 
Mitchell of No. 951 Orange street. 

During an engagement with the 
Spanish on the evening of July 2, after 
El Caney and San Juan had_ been 
taken, Mr. Franks was injured in the 
left foot by a bursting shell, and also 
received injuries about the So¢y from 
becoming entangled in the barbed wire 
fences so plentifully constructed by 
the Spaniards. From the bursting of 
shells around him he also received in- 
juries in both jaws, from which he has 
been suffering ever since, necessitating 
the extraction of two or three teeth, 
which he had done yesterday after- 
noon. 

On July 9 Mr. Franks and about 350 
other sick and wounded, principally 
wounded, embarked on the steamer 
Breakwater at Siboney and were taken 
to Old Point Comfort, Va., where Mr.

Franks remained in the hospital about 
three weeks. He was then sent to 
Washington, D. C., as a convalescent, 
where he remained one week, at the 
expiration of which time he was given 
a thirty-day furlough, and immediately 
started for Los Angeles. He stopped 
over at St. Louis for thirty-six hours, 
arriving here at 8:30 a.m. yesterday. 
On the expiration of his furlough, 
September 17, he will report for duty 
at San Diego Barracks. 

In speaking of his experiences since 
his company left headquarters at Fort 
Frank said yes- 
terday: 

“We started from Fort Niobrara on 
April 19, going to Chickamauga and 
Tampa, After leaving Tampa, on our 
way to Santiago, about two hundred 
miles out we Sighted a Spanish war 
vessel and put back to port. The gun- 
boat Hornet and a couple of warships 
went out in search of the Spaniard, 
but, not being able to find it, returned, 
and we again started for Cuba. 

“About half-way over we met * the 
Indiana and two other warships, which 
escorted us to Juragua, about twentv 
miles from Santiago, where we landed 
under the protecting fire of the war- 
ships, my regiment being the first to 
land. We planted the first American 
flag there, the entire fleet blowing 
whistles and the regimental bands 
playing national airs. 

“The Spaniards who had fled from 
Juragua went about two miles beyond 
Siboney, where, on June 24, two days 
after our landing, they ambushed the 
Rough Riders and the Tenth Cavalry. 
My regiment had just struck camp 
when the attack occurred. We hast- 
ened to their relief. but before we could 
reach them the fight was over. We had 
to travel in single file on account of 
the roughness of the trail. The first 
man I carne to on the battlefield was 
Hamilton Fish, who was then in a 
dying condition. 

“On the evening of June 31 we made 
a ten-mile march toward El Caney, 
getting into the best position possible. 
It was very difficult, however, owing ‘o 
the thick underbrush. 

“About 6:40 arn. July 1, when within 
about two thousand yards of El Caney, 
Grimes’s battery fired the first shot on 
thet place. Firimg became general on 
both sides, and two men of my com- 
pany, Sergt. Dahl and Private Kelley, 
were killed before we had a chance to 
deploy. 

“Fighting continued all day until 5 
o'clock in the evening, when the bri- 
agde, consisting of the Twelfth, Seven- 
teenth and Seventh Reg’ments, under 
command of Gen. Cheffee, captured the 
place, taking 172 prisoners, who were 
turned over to my company to guard 
and take back to headquarters. about 
eight miles in the rear, toward Siboney. 

“Prisoners and guards formed in line, 
one guard between every third prisoner, 
and started back. About half way back 
we had to strike camp, as it wes dark, 
the trail was hard to travel, and we 
were about exhausted. When we halted 
the prisoner thought we were going to 
kill them, but we soon quieted their 
fears, and then got a little sleep, half 
of us watching and half sleeping, two 
hours atatime. At daybreak July 2 we 
reached headquarters with the prison- 
ers, and turned them over to the Ninth 
Cavalry., a colored troop. We then had 
dimmer for the first time since June 31. 

“We went back to the line beyond El 
Caney, toward Ffantiago, where my 
regiment’ was busy digging trenches. 
After getting entrenched we had a 
short breathing spell until about 9 p.m., 
when the combined Spanish forces from 
El Camey and San Juodn attacked us. 

“When they got ‘vithin about five 
hundred yards of us we turned loose on 
them and killed about eight hundred. 
Then they retreated to Santiago. Dur- 
ing this’ engagemment two of our men 
were wounded by bursting stells, one 
receiving a piece of shell in the hand 
and another man receiving a piece in 
the knee. My left foot was injured | 
from the same cause, and I received | 
injuries on the body from barbed-wire | 
fences. My jaws were also injured 
from the bursting of shells. 

“The next day, July 3, myself and 
three others went to a little hill near 
Siboney, where, in the woods, we con- 
structed a little hospital of our own, 
where we would be better off, as the 
regular hospital was full of wounded

and sick of all kinds. We stayed there 
three days, when we were taken to the 
regular hospital at Siboney,where we re- 
mained until ly 9. About three hun- 
dred and fifty Of the sick and wounded 
were then sent on the Breakwater to 
Old Point Comfort, Va.: After being 
sent to Washington, D. C., as a com- 
valescent I secured a thirty-day fur- 
lough and came on to Los Angeles to 
see my folks. When my furlough is up 
and I again report for duty I expect 
to get my discharge, as I have already 
made application for it.” 

Mr. Franks called at the Red Gross 
headquarters on his way up from the 
train yesterday. He gave unstinted 
praise to the moble women of the Red 
Cross in Santiago, and said their good 
offices had gone further and done more 
than all the doctors. Mr. Franks, in 
his war-stained uniform, was most cor- 
dially greeted by the ladies.

THE HEART OF MANILA. 


LETTER RECEIVED FROM AN OLD 
10S ANGELES BOY. 


Sergt. Kelly of the First California 
Infantry Says the Heat is not So 
Oppressive as in Central Cali- 
fornia—Cavite Arsenal Well Out- 
fitted. 


A letter was received yesterday by 
friends in this city from Walter A. 
Kelly, first sergeant Co. B, First 
tegiment, California Infantry, who is 
now with his regiment at Manila. The 
letter was forwarded by the steamer 
City of Peking, and, although Kelly, 
Who is little more than a youth, was 
a resident of San Francisco imme- 
diately previous to his enlistment, he 
is Well known in Los: Angeles. 

The first of his epistle is devoted to 
a résume of the reasons that prompted 
him-ta act counter to his inclinations, 
ad leave a young girl-wife to face the 
Vicissitudes..of a_ life, and 
then the writer proceeds to describe 
very briefly a few of the peculiarities 
of life in the Philippine Islands. Of 
course, the letter was written before 
the fall of Manila into the hands of 
the United States army. 

“We are now camped at Luzon 
Island,” so the letter reads, “about 
four miles from the heart of Manila, 
and are gradually crowding in. Be- 
tween our camp and the Spanish out- 
posts the insurgents are camped, and 
daily they keep up a continual fire on 
the Spanish. The insurgents, as a 
rule, are a dark-colored race, of’ more 
than ordinary intelligence, and will, 
I am sure, make very good subjects 
The 
land is very fertile, and the tempera- 
ture I do not find as distressing as it 
is during the summer in the central 
part of California. 

“The insurgents conduct their cam- 
paign in a very funny fashion. Every 
morning a detachment goes to the 
front in bunches of from one to twenty. 
No one seems to be in command of 
them on their way toorfrom the front. 
They detest the very name of Span- 
iard, and well they may, for they have 
been taxed for everything they have 
they breafhe, until it

“It is, indeed,a pity, whe ix 
around the harbor of Cavite, wa 
landed July 2, and there see al] the 
Spanish warships sunk by Dewey, with 
their upper works just showing above 
the Surface.

Some 
months ago merchant jn Minneapolis 
Wrote to the publisher of a paper in 
this Gity forsa sample copy of the pa- 
per. Some.time later he received a let- 
ter. in which among other things, the 
writer said: “I see you quote poultry 
by the dozen. Does any old thing go 
to make up the dozen?” 

That query hits the nail on the head. 
Any old thing in feathers and with 
wings goes to help make up the dozen, 

The Pacific Coast trade is ages be- 
hind the times in doing business in 
this antediluvian fashien.. Noah drove 
the beasts and birds into the ark in 
pairs and by scores. As the clouds -were 
getting thick and the rain was fall- 
ing for the wettest season known before 
or since, it to be presumed that 
this early navigator did not stop to 
Jook over the fine points of the dif-- 
ferent species which presented them- 
eelves for free admission. They haa 
sense enough to come in eut of the wet 
and that was sufficient for old Noah. 

Well. tha poultry dealers of Los 
Angeles are stil] following this Biblical 
example. “Eggs is eggs” and “chickens 
ig chickens.” and “‘any old thing goes to 
make a dozen.” 

The. producer of fine Brahmas and 
Plymouth Rocks is not put quite on the 
equality of the fellow who brings in 
a lot of white Leghorns, as fat as sea- 
gulls; but he has not much advantage. 
The man with a lot of fowls which will 
weigh four pounds each dressed, gets 
$5 per dozen, and his neighbor whose 
chickens weigh two pourds each gets 
$4 per dozen, and thinks he ought to 
have at least $4.50. 

Some of the dealers are trying a 
new method, and offer to buy by the 
pound. But the sellers are “dead onto 
his game.’ A man comes along with a 
coop of good large hens and is asked 
how much a pound he expects to get. 
He says promptly § to 10 cénts, accurd- 
ing to what he thinks they will weigh 
What he has in mind is that these 
"chickens ought to bring him $5 per 
* dozen, If they weigh four to five pounds 
he is all right. Next day, or in an hour, 
the same seller has a coop of small 
Leghorns Which have been busy all 
their lives laying five or six eggs a 
week. They weigh two to two and a 
half pounds each. Ask him the price 
per pound and he says 14 or 15 cents. 
The thing oucht to be reversed. The fat, 
large fow] is easily worth 50 per cent. 
more per pound than the little skinny 
thing.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

IRON INDUSTRIES. No branch of 
business demonstrates better the great 
growth of American industries than 
do the exports and imports of manu- 
factures of iron. The Treasury Depart- 
ment, through the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, publishes tables which are full of 
instruction in all their parts. 

Under the classification of “ingots, 
biooms, slabs, billets and bars of 
steel,’ the importations of 1888 were 
414,489,698 pounds, and in 1898 only 30,- 
$21,157, pounds. Wire rods, which in 
1888S were 276,939,550 pounds, were in 
1898 39,601,639 pounds. Chains, which in 
1888 were 2,065,787 pounds, were in 1898 
176,346 pounds. Imports of tin-plate, 
terne-plates and taggers’ tin. which in 
1888S amounted to 634,944,945 pounds, 
Were in 1898 171,662,345 pounds. On the 
other hand, the increase in exports of 
the leading articles of this character 
has been equally striking The exports 
of bar iron in 1888 were but 1,508,426 
pounds and in 1898S were 12,308,615 
pounds, an _ increase of about 700 per 
cent., of cut nails our exports in 1888 
were 11,963,664 pounds, and in 1898 were 
$2,310,393 pounds, while wire nails in 188s 
which were 1,547,078, were in 1898 22 
894.099 pounds. Of locomotive engines 
we exported in ISSS $407,014 worth, and 
in 1898 $3,883,719 worth. Of wire our ex- 
ports in 1888 were 12,734.195 pounds, and 
in 1898, 136,951,924 pounds.

STATE OF TRADE, 


Dun'’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—R. G. Dun & Go.’s 
weekly revied of trade will say the volume 
in exchanges at the 
principal clearinghouses is 20.4 per cent. 
larger than last year, and 26.8 per cent. 
larger than in 1892; heretofore the year of 
largest business, and highest prosperity 
ever know. Part of this increase was due to 
speculation at New York, but there are most 
healthy increases over the best of the’ pre- 
vious years, and though in some branches 
business is not satisfactory in character, in 
nearly all it is in volume larger than ever 
before. No. unfavorable change appears in 
the prospect of crops, upon which the wel- 
fare of the country largely depends, nor is 
there present or threatened financial dis- 
turbance. Europe has not wearied of buy- 
ing American securities, although scme spec- 
ulators have been selling. nor is there shown 
any want of confidence among American @1- 
vestors. Comparisons as to foreign trade are 
apt to mislead. because imports: last year 
were extraordinarily small after the big 
rush to anticipate new duties, while exports 
were beginning to show the phenomenal 
demand which made the yvear quite the most 
remarkable in our history. Hence the de- 
Crease, 13 per cent... in New York from 
August thus far is not alarming, but sales 
of products yet to be followed are large. 
and have stopped any advance in the current 
rates of foreign exchange. Nor it it at all 
disheartening that imports at New York for 
the month thus far exceed last year's by 
nearly $5,000,000, since last year they fell be- 
low those of 1896 by more than $4,000,000. 
Wheat goes down 8 cents this week, as if 
there were no foreign demand ceming, the 
previous concert of farmers to keep back 
wheat, the crop being certainly very large, 
tending to encourage a conspiracy of trad- 
ers against them, which thus far has entire 
control of the, market. Atlantic exports for 
the week have been 2,731,594 bushels, against 
3,568,369 Jast vear. and for four weeks of 
August 13,101 079 bushels, against 13,387.63?
